He has drawn somewhat on the modern
Prench school for some of hiz material; not
at all in melodic treatment, a little in the
harmonle lines, but very much in the en
deavor to create #fh atmosphere rather than
follow his usual (and natural) course of fit-
ting hla music In sentiment clogely to a dra-
matie situation boing depicted on the stage.
There are several fine uriaa in the true Puec-
einl style, however, notably the Impassioned
declamation of Lulg! *"Hal ben Raglone,” the
love =cene between Lulgl and Glorgetta and
the splend!d appeal of Michele to Glorgetta
and the gloomy sollloquy of Mlichele, “'Scorr!
flume eterno.” Both musieall” and dramat!-
cally, however, the opera rises to Its greatest
helghts at the very close, where Michele
forces the lips of the falthless wife to thoss
af her dead lever, The =ituation fs Inkense
dramatically, and here Lhe composer has «5n-
tirely flung off the French veneer, “ 'hich,
though very clever, does not always fit hia
own Individual style, and becomes the real
Puceinl, closing the work with a burat of
glgantle power which he has rarely equaled
in any of his other operas.

It was splendidly sung and acted, espe
cially by the three principals—3Muzio, Mon-
tesanto and Criml. Mme, Muzlo intansified
the very favorable Impression she made at
her former appearances, both vocally and In
her acting, as did also the other two. The
burden of the opera rests upon these three
characters und there can be nothing but
praise for the work of all of them. Mention
must also be made of the admirable charac-
terlzation of La Frugola by Allce Gentle and
Adamo Didur made n very pleturesque and
convineing Talpa.

8She was not in good volce, and
neither was her drumatic work up to the
standard which she has set previously on the
Metropolitan stage. Her dramatlc work was
far from convinelng, although It improved
considerably toward the close of the opera.
« Musically, the work s far below the
standard of the firat and t seemed at times
as If the libretto did not appeal to the com-
poser; at least it i far from the lines in
which he excels. Il is decldedly monotonous
In the fuct that theres are no muale volces in
the entlre opera, and in the further fact
that  there Is too muth of the ecoleslusticul
chant employed in the musle, although when
it is considered that the scenes I8 lald in a
convent, perhaps this Is not to be wondered
at. 'The orchestration is very light through-
out, as it must necessarily be accompanying
only femnle volces, but there |8 n conse-
quent leck of tone color. There Is only one
aria of note in the score, that belng "Senza
Mamma, blmbo tu sel morto.” This theme
appears loter In the orchestral Intermezzo,
which Is played to a slowly darkenlig stage.
The minor parts weare well taken, but there
is little for them to do,

PRAISE FOR STOKOWSKI
FROM NEW YORK CRITICS

Orchestra’s Work in Second Car-
negie Hall Concert as Viewed
by Writers

Reginald de Koven, writing in tie New
York Hera'd of the Philadelphia Orchestru's
eecond afternoon concert vesterday In Cur-
negle Hall, says:

“I hiee heard orchestras which were hot-
ter than thelr conductors, indeed one or two
such might be found within & hundred miles
of our little muaical burg., Hut In the case
of the Philadelphia Orchestrn, which gave
Its second afternoon concert of the season
at Carnegie Hall yesterday, I um of the
opinlon that the conductor, Leopold Sto-
lkowslsl, is better than the archestra.

“It is true that ms a conductor AMr. Slo-
kowakl {s a poseur of many moods; now re-
motes, then eluslve, and anon, like DeBussy,
very, wvary precious, whe personally rathier
annoys me, but to whom commanding nhlility
and Inspiration as a conductor cannot justly
he denled, But even with &!l his skill, fhe
Philadelphin Orchestra has not yet found
a distinetive orchestral volee. They nlay to-
gether ns if they lind been rebearsed too
ardently and sirenuously mepirutely, in re-
ﬁpei.{ to the varlous cholrs,

“The first violine come along und say in-
mistently, ‘Listen to us, for we ure really
the best of the lot,' The wood-winds plain-
tively jnsist In somewhat overshadowed tone,
"We may be a little wmlc but we really
are dolng the best we can.' The horn section
demands recognition with really noble voice.
The lieavy bruss, with over-heavy utterance,
inaists womewhat stridently on being heard,
while the violas, with abundant quality, eas-
Iy hold thelr own. The second strings just
belong, and the time when all these varlous
and varying orchestral voloes liave been
welded iInto a compact, cohesive and dis-
tinctive orchestral unison does not seem to
linve yet arrlved. For all this, the creliestra
pluye with good precislon, impressive sonor-
ity, and gave u generally good account of
Itself In yesterday's program,”

The Sun’'s muslcal eritic discusaes tlis ean-
cert as folows:

“The Philudelphin Oirchestry gave its sec-
ond concert yesterduy afterncon In Carnegle
Hall, and Leopold Stokowski, the conductor,
showed us how the F-major Symphony of
Brahms really ought to sound.

"It was well played and apparent!s much
enjoyed. The energetic young conductor from
the city whose templ have alwaye been mis-
represented aroused the compositlon from |ts
slumber. It lived and moved and had au
purpose.

“But now that admirailon has throbbed
upon the vibrating air let us confess that
it ¢ould have been played even better by
an orchesira whoss Intcnatlon was perfect.
The wood-winds wers not In tune In the
symphony, and for the matter of thut the
strings also Were not entlrely of one mind
ull the time. But intonatlon is a shy bird
and often loses ilself in the forest of or-
chestral techulc so succesfully that |t ean-
not be found and no ones can tell the exact
reason why,

“However, the Philadelphia Orchestra is
alive. 1t plays with virllity and with elas-
tielty, mnd certain deficiencles in finlsh can
be overlooked without straln
